The leaders 
from Brooklyn were consulted because 
of the bearing of the Jerome candidacy 
on the general situation, although the 
actual indorsement is solely a New York 
County matter. 

The series of meetings and conferences 


_ which led up to the decision not to in- | 


Gorse Jerome began in the forenoon at 


Tammany Hall, were continued late in 
the afternoon, when Mr. Murphy and Sen- 
ator McCarren met at the home of J. 
Sergeant Cram, Chairman of the Tam- 
many General Committee, and were con- 
cluded at the Democratic Club, where the 
City Committee met in the evening to 


complete arrangements for the City Con- 
vention, which will be held next Thurs- 
day evening at Carnegie Hall. Mr. Mur- 
‘phy and Senator McCarren also went 
thoroughly over the general city situa- 
tion while at Mr. Cram’s house, where 
they dined. 

A definite agreement was reached on 
wthe Controllership, which ,will go to Her- 
man A. Metz of Brooklyn. 
Murphy and the Brooklyn Senator walked 
“arm in arm to the Democratic Club, ac- 
companied by Mr. Cram. This was the 
most friendly demonstration between the 
two leaders since Mayor McClellan brought 
them together last May,. after their long 
and bitter fight, and it attracted wide 
comment at the Democratic Club. 


Might Be a Rival. 


The underlying principle which brought 
about the agreement to reject Jerome for 
District Attorney was the belief that such 
an indorsement would make Mr. Jerome 
a formidable rival of Mayor McClellan 
for the Governorship next Fall. Tammany 
leaders make no secret of the fact 
they are counting 
nominated for Governor next year, and 
they do not want any other strong candi- 
date springing up from New York City 


to embarrass them in the State Conven- | 


tion. 

It is the belief of Mr. Murphy and his 
advisors that District Attorney Jerome, 
if indorsed by Tammany and re-elected, 
as he then would be without question, 
would spring up next year as a formidable 
candidate for Governor. In fact, to his 
friends, the District Attorney has made no 
secret that such is his ambition. On the 
other hand, with Mr. Jerome turned down 
by Tammany, the leaders have figured 
that he will surely defeated for re- 
election, amd that then he will be out of 
the race next year.

Profits Actually Larger.

“Yes, Sir,’’ replied Mr. Perkins. 

Q.—They were upward of $5,000,000. A.—Yes, 
Sir. 

Q.—Now if you will explain? A.—The profits 
on securities sold during that year were 
$5,253,541.57. The profits from other sources 
were $585,545.59, making a total of $5,839,- 
087.16. From that there were deducted agents’ 
balances, &c., charged off, $1,199,784.29: re- 
ductions in book value of real estate, $843,- 
980.88, making a total of $2,763,715.17, which 
left our net profit $3,075,371.99. When we 
sold our stocks in 1901 we had a profit, as 
stated, of this $5,000,000 plus. We thought it 
a good opportunity to take out of our ac- 
counts items known as agents’ balances, which 
the insurance department did not recognize 
as admitted assets, but had always been car- 
ried in our company and others as unadmitted 
assets, and we thought it would be a good 
opportunity to get on a perfectly sound basis 
with these balances. In charging those off it 
Was a purely bookkeeping transaction. It by 
ho means meant that they were lost. We sim- 
ply felt that it would be ultra-conservative 
to cease claiming any assets in agents’ bal- 
ances, and charge them off in that way, hay- 
ing made this very large sum as profits. 


Agents’ Balances Deducted. 
Q.—As a matter of fact, the agents’ bal- 
ances were not $1,919,734.29, but $1,622,830.11, 
and the other part charged by you was $296,- 
904.18 from the suspense account? A.—I do 
not know as to that. 


Mr. Hughes then showed Mr. Perkins 
correspondence between the Secretary of 
the New York Life and the Massachu- 
setts Insurance Department, and called 
his attention to the report of the com- 
pany to the latter department, in which 
all the details of the situation appeared 
as stated above. Mr. Pe~kins said that the 
statement of the case was not fair, be- 
cause it conveyed the inference that the 
New York Life had something to conceal. 

“That is exactly what I am trying to 
get at,”’ interrupted Mr. Hughes. “Is 
there any reason why you should deduct 
your agents’ balances from the cash in 
your item of income? You were supposed 
to state to this department what your 
income really was. Instead, you take 
a particular item of income and deduct 
agents’ balances in certain matters of 
suspense and certain losses on real estate, 
and then put in as an item of income, 
‘net profits on _ securities.’ 
state what your profits really were, and 
what your balances really were in the 
appropriate place in the record?” 

This nettled Mr. Perkins. 
ure of protest he replied: 

“TI don't make up that report. But I 
suppose that if we had been as wise as 
Solomon, instead of writing life insurance 
and with a knowledge of things past, we 
would be writing proverbs. We thought 
that was the best way to do it, Mz, 
Hughes.

“The New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany makes .reports in eighty different 
ways to different States and Governments

That is 
the reason it looks as if they were inac- 
curate, but that is not the fact, because 
| the blanks of the different States are 
| prepared in different forms and call for a 
different report. In the New York De- 
partment their blank is different from the 
other blanks, and the officers must use 
their discretion as to what is the best 
way to make the report.” ‘

witness with a line of questions as to 
whether anything in the requirements of 
the New York State Department made it 
necessary to charge off from. specific 
items of income agents’ balances and real 
estate losses and suspense account items 
in arriving at net profits from the sale 
of securities during the year.

“The blank of New York does not be- 
gin to show all the particulars,’”’ said Mr.

For further information Mr. Perkins re- 
ferred Mr. Hughes to the Secretary, Con- 
troller, or Actuary of the New York Life. 

Another year-end transaction of the New 
York Life—this one having the dealings 
of Vice President George W. Perkins of 
the insurance company with the Morgan 
firm as its principal feature—came to 
light when Mr. Hughes took up a list of 
purchases by the society from J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. on Dec. 31, 1902, of the follow- 
ing securities: Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, Illinois Division 3%s, $500,000, at 
96, paid $480,000; Nurthern Pacific prior 
lien 4s, ,000,000, at, 102, paid $1,530,000; 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis 4s, $2,000,000, at 97.66, aid 
$1,953,333.83. Mr. Hughes asked what these 
purchases all meant. 


Mr. Perkins’s Bargaining. 

Mr. Perkins replied that on Sept. 8 pre- 
ceding ne had been authorized by the 
Finance Committee of the New York Life 
to buy up to $5,0000,000 par value of a 
forthcoming issue of St. Louis Terminal 4 


per cent. bonds at 102, less 1 per cent. He 
said that he had “ bargained’’ for the 
bonds and finally contracted with J. P. 
Morgan & Co. to buy $4,000,000 at par, 
which was 1 vy cent, or $40,000 on the lot, 
better than the price at which he had been 
authorized to make a purchase. Accord- 
ingly the $4,000,000 set apart fof this pur- 
chase when consummated was entered up 
not as “liquid cash,’’ but as “ invested 
cesh.’’ It was the custom of the Finance 
Committee, he said, to take up at each 
meeting a little sheet showing just how 
the cash stood, and this was one of the 
items on such a sheet. Mr. Perkins went 
on to say that various complications in 
the issue of the St. Louis Terminal bonds 
made it impossible for J. P. Morgan & 
Co. to make the delivery as expected be- 
fore the end of the year 1902, so he on 
Dec. 31, in behalf of the New York Life 
Insurance Company, insisted that the 
Morgan firm should deliver other bonds 
bearing an equal interest rate until the St. 
Louis Terminal transaction could be com- 
pleted; hence the purchase of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy 3%s, the Northern 
Pacific 4s, and the Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis 4s to the aggregate 
amount of $4,000,000. On Feb. 16, 1903, 
Mr. Perkins said, Morgan & Co. were 
able to deliver the $4,000,000 completed 
St. Louis Terminal 4s, and received back 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 3%s 
and the Northern Pacific prior lien 4s at 
the prices at which they had been origi- 
nally sold, making an adjustment equal 
to % per cent. interest on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy bonds so as to 
bring the entire interest on all the bonds 
held by the New York Life under the deal 
up to 4 per cent. The Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis bonds, Mr. 
Perkins said, were held by the New York 
Life until April 29 following, the ques- 
tion being under consideration in the 
meantime whether they should be pur- 
chased. 
Might Have Done It Himself. 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know with whom 
Mr. Perkins made the agreement for the 
original purchase of the $4,000,000 St. 
Louis Terminal bonds and the temporary 
purchase of the other three classes of 
securities. Mr. Perkins said he may have 
talked it over with the other partners in 
the Morgan firm, but, again, he might 
have made the transaction himself. It 
had, he said, the authorization of the 
Finance Committee of the New York Life. 

Q.—Well, now, what memorandum or paper 
did the New York Life Insurance Company 
have to show that J. P. Morgan & Co. had 
agreed to make that delivery before the end of 
the year? A.—I don’t know that we had any 
memorandum or agreements of that sort. 
banking houses and other financial institu- 
tions understandings of that sort are just as 
binding by word of mouth as by agreement, as 
you doubtless know. 

Q.—This would require hardly a word, be- 
cause you were dealing with yourself? A.—I 
beg your pardon, I was representing the New 
York Life Insurance Company. 

Q.—I am talking of the actual physical ap- 
; pearances? A.—That would have been stated 
as all transactions to Mr. 
Randolph, who keeps of such 
transactions. 

Q.—That is what I want to get at. When this 
agreement was made to buy $4,000,000 bonds 
what was there to show that there was such 
an agreement on the records of the New York 
Life? A.—Either a statement to Mr. Ran- 
dolph, who is the recording officer of such 
transactions, or it may have been a letter. I 
do not know. That is immaterial. 

Q.—But you don’t know whether he made 
any record of it in any book? A.—No, I think 
the chances are he did not. 

New York Life Was Bound. 

Q.—Of course the New York Life was just 
as much bound by that as J. P. Morgan & 
Co.? A.—Quite so. 

Q.—And it would be appropriate that such a 
matter should not be left to the memory of 
officers of the New York Life, but that some 
record should be made of it? A.—I will tell 
you that the record probably appears in our 
engagements saying that we had set aside this 
$4,000, 000. 

Q.—Now then, at the end of the year was 
there any special reason why you should have 
made a demand on J. P. Morgan & Co. to de- 
liver you other securities when they could not 
deliver the $4,000,000 St. Louis Terminals—they 
were perfectly good, were they not? [Laugh- 
ter.] I do not quite understand why on Dec. 
81. 1902, you should be so anxious to get from 
J. P. Morgan & Co. something in the nature of 
a security? A.—Because we had set this 
aside as money invested. 

Q.—But you had the money. A.—We had the 
money, but we had the contract for the bonds 
jand the money was earning its 4 per cent. 
and we wanted securities that would repre- 
sent 4 per cent., and I want to call your at- 
tention to the fact that we made J. P. Morgan 
& Co. deliver the securities. 

At this point Mr. Hughes wanted to 
know whether, if Mr. Perkins would sud- 
denly die, J. P. Morgan & Co. would 
have anything to show that they were 
bound to deliver $4,000,000 St. Louis Ter- 
minal bonds. The witness replied that the 
Morgan firm would have a memorandum 
on the books showing that the bonds had 
been sold at that price.

Will Bring Morgan Book. 

Mr. Perkins said that he would have 
the book brought. 

The Hegeman loan came up again yes- 
terday for a detailed explanation, and it 
appeared from Mr. Perkins’s testimony 
that the history of the fifty-thousand- 
dollar obligation of President John R. 
Hegeman of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company to the New York Life was 
as follows: On Dec. 30, 1892, Mr. Hege- 
man borrowed $25,000 at 4 per cent. from 
the New York Life. On May 22, 1893, he 
got $125,000 at 4 per cent., the rate be- 
ing subsequently reduced to 3 per cent. 
as the market rate changed. This loan 
was paid off on July 8, 1897. Mr. Hege- 
man borrowed $18,000 at 1% per cent., 
another $17,000 in 1898 at the same rate; 
on Feb. 21, 1899, $10,000 at 14% per cent.; 
on Dec. 21, 1899, $15,000 at 1% per cent.; 
{in January, 1900, the loan stood at $43,000, 
and it was increased to $50,000, at that 
time running at 1% per cent. interest. On 
Jan. 2, 1902, it was renewed at 1% per 
cent., and ran at that rate until Oct. 16 
of that year, when the interest rate was 
increased to 4 per cent., at which it con- 
tinued until April 1, 1904, when the inter- 
est was reduced to 24 per cent. Mr. Per- 
kins figured out that the securities be- 
hind the $50,000 were valued at $69,000 
when the loan was renewed in its present 
form, and worth $72,000 at present market 

rices. He saifi he first became aware of 
he existence of a loan in 1900. when he 
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ties for $38,834,198.81 by the New York 
Life trom J. P. Morgan & Co., directly 
or indirectly, his personal profits, which 
he had covered over to the New York 
Life, amounted to but $10,490.67. 


Mr. Perkins’s Profits. 
“There are several reasons,’ said Mr. 
Perkins. ‘‘In the first place, these se- 
curities are all of high grade, in which 


the profits to the bankers are small. In 
the second place, I have been representing 
policy holders of the New ixork Life in 
buying as cheaply as I could, and in my 
position it was often possible to buy 
cheaper of Morgan & Co. than o: other 
firms, though I have always made pretty 
good bargains for the New York Life, if 
I may be permitted to say so. In the 
third place, as I am not the senior mem- 
ber of J. P. Morgan & Co., my interest 
in profits by the firm is not so large as 
a good many people would think.”’ 

At the morning session of the investi- 
gation yesterday, Henry Greaves, a clerk 
in the office of the financial manager of 
the Equitable, and Henry Rogers Win- 
throp, who succeeded George H. Squire 
as financial manager of the society, were 
on the stand to tell what they knew 
about the George H. Squire account. To 
it were traced the following entries: Prof- 
it on New York City 8% bond syndicate, 
$5,490.92; profit on one-half interest Chi- 
cago & Alton syndicate, $5,067.70; profit 
on U. P. convertible bonds syndicate, 
$16,402; profit on Pennsylvania Company 
syndicate, $10,171.80; profit on Baltimore 
& Ohio convertible debenture syndicate, 
$4,268.44; to profits on Chicago & Nortn- 
western syndicates, one of Dec. 19, 1900, 
$19,138.62, and the other of Feb. 10, 1903, 
$25,000. 


To the Balley Account. 


Mr. Greaves said that the account was 
closed May 1, 1904, and the balance trans- 
ferred to the Lewis M. Bailey Trustee 


account in the Equitable Trust. Bailey, 
he said, was a clerk in the bond and 
mortgage department of the society. It 
appeared that the account was not very 
active. After its transfer to Bailey, 
starting in Bailey’s name at $447.45, it 
was increased by a deposit of $832.45 on 
Oct. 11, 1904, and stood on Oct. 14, 1905, 
at $1,280.80. He identified drafts against 
it before its transfer of $2,000 by Thomas 
D. Jordan; $100,000 to reduce the J. W. 
A. No. 3 loan account of the Mercantile 
Trust Company; $65,000 presumably for a 
similiar purpose, and $20,000, this last on 
April 1 1003, to reduce a loan in the 
Equitable Trust Company, made to Lewis 
M. Bailey for the purposes of the Nav- 
igation Syndicate participation. 

The witness read a record of the re- 
ceipt of a letter from James H. Hyde 
authorizing a poses sation of $250,000 in 
the George H. Sauire trustee account, 
and it appeared that the money to pay the 
several calls on this participation was 
borrowed on several dates in 1902 from 
the Equitable Trust Company through 
the agency of the Bailey loan, a payment 
of $20,000 having been made from the 
trustee account to reduce the loan, and 
another payment of $75,000 having been 
made on account of the loan on April 8, 
1904, from a dividend received from J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the syndicate managers. 
Two dividends, one aggregating $5,282.50 
and one aggregating $5,600, were credited 
to the trustee account on Oct. 13, 1903, 
and April 5, 1904, respectively, but the 
witness couldn’t find any track of thie 
money as having been deposited or ap- 
plied to the loan and didn’t know what 
Mr. Squire did with it. 

Mr. Winthrop produced at the afternoon 
session a statement to the effect that the 
loan now amounted to $221,300.18, and 
said that the society would probably 
take over the collateral and clear it up. 


The Squire Account. 


At this point Mr. Hughes read In evi- 
letter written by George H. 
Squire on March 6, 1903, to William D. 
Cernell, who was then President of the 


Fauitable Trust Company, In this letter 
Mr. Squire said that he deemed it best to 
add to the verbal understanding on the 
subject that the George H. Squire trustee 
account and the George H. Squire deposit 
and loan account belonged to the Equita- 
Life Assurance Society, and was sub- 
ject to drafts of Messrs. Jordan and Mc- 
Intyre and himself. ‘‘ Personally,” he said, 
‘“‘I am not in any way responsible for it. 
The credit is to the society, the debit is 
against the society, and neither the writ- 
er nor his estate is in any way respon- 
sible.’’ The correctness of the facts stated 
was certified to by William H. McIntyre. 
Neither Mr. Winthrop nor Mr. Greaves 
gave the details by which the second L. 
M. Bailey loan in the Equitable Trust 
Company, amounting to $132,812.50, was 
piled up, except that it was made for pay- 
ments on account of the George H. Squire 
trustee account participation in the West 
Virginia Central purchase syndicate and 
had as collateral the certificate of par- 
ticipation 60 per cent., with interest at 
4 per cent. less two coupons, and $125,000 
bonds of the Western Maryland Railroad. 

Mr. Winthrop said that the check for 
$25.919.40—the figure on which was given 
the day before by inadvertence by counsel 
for the committee as $3,919.40—represent- 
ing the profits from _the Equitable’s par- 
ticipation in the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco syndicate, had not been traced, nor 
had checks for $21,906.50 and $22,695.79, 
representing profits from the St. Louis 
and Iron Mountain Syndicate, come to 
light. The society, he said, had its ac- 
countants to examine into these matters, 
and had sent to the bankers for informa- 
tion concerning the syndicates and for the 
canceled checks.

Accordingly, upon the trans- 
fer of the 502 shares of stock to Messrs. Cleve- 
land, O’Brien, and Westinghouse, trustees, a 
majority of the Directors would have ceased 
to be stockholders of record.

While Messrs. Cleveland, O’Brien, and West- 
inghouse, as Trustees, proceeded upon the 
theory, which counsel believed to be soun! 
that, under Section 20 of the stock corporation 
law, policy holders of the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society are eligible as Directors, re- 
gardless as to whether they are stockholders, 
it was deemed wise by the Trustees and by 
counsel that, if practicable, a majority of the 
reorganized Board of Directors should be 
actual owners of five shares of stock each 
until the question of eligibility of policy hold- 
ers as Directors had been settled by the 
courts. Accordingly, an effort was made to 
purchase the necessary amount of stock for 
the end in view. This effort resulted in the 
purchase of a block of eighty-seven shares of 
stock for the aggregate price of $212,500, ap- 
proximately $2;600 a share. The stock when 
purchased stood in the following names:

Agents and Pink Cards. 


Thomas L. Buckner, the Vice President 
of the New York Life, was called to the 
stand before the close of the hearing to 
tell about the agency organization of the 
company. Mr. Hughes drew from him the 
story of how the Equitable Life in 1900 
had got about fifty New York Life agents 
to quit the company in the metropolitan 
district and enter the Equitable service, 
and how the New York Life the follow- 
ing year had annexed forty or fifty Equi- 
table agents in Buffalo under various 


special offers. Mr. Hughes produced a 
contract made with one of these seceding 
Equitable agents, Daniel H. Disbecker. 
This contract provided that, in addition 
to the commissions paid Mr. Disbecker, he 
should have a bonus of $3,500 a year, 

2,000 in cash at the start, and $1,500 at 
the end of the year, and should have a 
credit for use in the business for $1,500 
during the year, which might be drawn at 
the rate of $30 a week. Mr. Buckner said 
there were several other of these special 
arrangements made, as the result of which 
at the end of 1902 $48,053.08 was charged 
to profit and loss account, as against 
advances to agents in the Buffalo office. 
All advances to agents not repaid at the 
end of the year had been so charged since 
that date, Mr. Buckner said, and if any 
payments were made subsequently on ad- 
vances which had been charged off, these 
were credited against payments on ac- 
count of current advances to the com- 
pany. 

Since the Buffalo episode, Mr. Buckner 
said, the arrangement made by Vice 
President Tarbell of the Equitable, Su- 
perintendent of Agencies Dexter of the 
Mutual, and himself had been in force, 
and a somewhat similar understanding 
was had with the Metropolitan and the 
Prudential, whereby in all these cases an 
agent which has left one company would 
not be employed within six months by an- 
other company unless with the approval 
of the head of the agency department of 
the company which he had left. It ap- 
peared also from Mr. Buckner’s testimony 
that if an agent approached an officer of 
another company with a pink card of in- 
troduction from Mr. Buckner it was taken 
as meaning that the Vice President of 
the New Fork Life thought he was a 
good man, and would like to se@ him get 
a good place.

OPPOSE FEDERAL DIRECTION. 


B. Bremner to H. 


Insurance Interests in Hartford Not in 
Accord with Dryden Plan. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 28.—Oppos!i- 
tion ‘to Federal supervision of life insur- 
ance companies was expressed at a meet- 
ing of the insurance interests of Hart- 
ford to-day, but formal action on the mat- 
ter was deferred until a memorial can be 
prepared. The meeting was held to con- 
sider a letter sent to the insurance com- 
panies by Senator Dryden_of New Jersey, 
in relation to proposed Government su- 
rervision of, insurance conepane ee. 

A memorial bearing on the subject will 
be submitted to the Connecticut State 
Board of Trade and indiyidual companies 
will not at present make formal replies 
to the questions asked by Senator Dryden. 


BENDER STOPS INVESTIGATION 


Gets Court Order Restraining Civil 
._ 
Service Board from Proceeding. 


ALBANY, Sept. 28.—The State Civil 
Service Commission was prevented to-day 
by a court order from investigating 
charges. of soliciting and collecting cam- 
paign assessments preferred against Fis- 
cal Supervisor of State Charities Bender. 
The jurisdiction of the commission was 


upheld by Attorney General Mayer, but 
when about to proceed under such au- 
thorization, it was restrained by an order 
granted by Supreme Court Justice How- 
ard, and served by Mr. Bender's attor- 
ney. The writ is returnable at a special 
term at Hudson on Oct. 7. 

At that time the commission is required 
to show cause why it should not be abso- 
lutely restrained from continuing the in- 
vestigation. The writ is also directed 
against Elliott H. Goodwin, Secretary of 
the Civil Service Reform Association, and 
Edwin A. Doty, the former employe of 
the office of the Fiscal Supervisor upon 
whose affidavit the investigation is based. 

The Attorney General in his opinion up- 
holding the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion says: 

‘*It seems to me that when the Legis- 
lature passed the civil service law of 1889 
it intended that there should be a com- 
plete and harmonious enactment relating 
to the civil service of the State, and that 
for the purpose of carrying out the pro- 
visions of that enactment and investigat- 
ing violations of any provision thereof or 
of any rules and regulations any made, 
the State Civil Service Commission was 
invested with a supervisory power which, 
among other things, authorizes it to con- 
duct an investigation concerning the ac- 
tion, among others, of any person in the 
public service who is charged with any 
violation of the act or of the rules and 
regulations prescribed therein. 

“To construe Paragraph 8 of Section 6 
of the civil service law as limiting the in- 
vestigation .solely to a conspiracy or col- 
lusive act between an examiner or subor- 
dinate of the commission on the one hand 
and a person in the public service on the 
other would be to exclude from consider- 
ation the right of your commission to in- 
vestigate many matters which, as I view 
it, it was intended that your commission 
should have the right.to inquire into. 

“TI, therefore, advise you that you have 
the power to continue the investigation 
now. pending.”

But the Citizens’ Union Will Work 
Mostly for Jerome. 


SEABURY MAY STILL RUN 


; Energies to be Concentrated, Though, 
on the District Attorneyship Fight, 
the Aldermen, and Assembly. 


The City Committee of the Citizens’ 
Union decided at its meeting last night 
that all of the influence and energies of 
the Union in the present campaign should 
|be directed toward the re-election of Mr. 
Jerome as District Attorney, and the elec- 
tion of such candidates for the Assembly 
and Board of Aldermen, be they Demo- 
cratic or Republican, as give most prom- 
|ise of advancing the principles for which 
|the Union stands. 

A. J. Boulton, one of the Brooklyn 
members of the Union, apnounced that 
a third city ticket would certainly be put 
in the field by those who believed in the 
principle of municipal ownership. After 
the meeting Mr. Boulton said that it was 
his opinion that Judge Samuel Seabury 
would be nominated by the advocates of 
municipal ownership. 

Notwithstanding the refusal of the Citi- 
zens’ Union City Committee to declare 
in favor of the nomination of a third 
ticket, Mr. Boulton said he believed Judge 
Seabury would have the hearty support of 
a large element in the Union. Several of 
the district leaders of the Union told Mr, 
Boulton that they would be glad to sign 
Judge Seabury’s petition, and promised 
to organize their districts for him. 

R. Fulton Cutting, Chairman of the 
Nominating Committee of Sixteen, made 
a report to the City Committee on the de- 
velopments in the Fusion situation since 
the committee had instructed the Nomi- 
nating Committee to return to the Fusion 
conference. The first part of the com- 
mittee’s report merely recited devélop- 
ments with which the public has been 
made familiar, It concluded as follows: 


It has frequently been shown that Tammany 
ail can only be defeated by the cordial co- 
Operation of all the forces opposing it. Under 
existing conditions a divided opposition to Tam- 
many is foredoomed to failure. Hence the pol- 
icy to be followed by the Citizen's Union is 
clear. We believe that the city’s interests will 
not be promoted by our submitting to the dicta- 
tion of the Republican organization by accept- 
ing machine-made nominations. There was a 
time early in the proceedings when we would 
have been justified in nominating a ‘ticket 
solely in the city’s interest and without consul- 
tation with any other organization, relying on 
the merit of our nominations to secure the sup- 
port of alf anti-Tammany forces. We believe 
that the time is not far distant when the peo- 
ple of New York City will realize that in that 
direction lies their only escape from rule by 
corrupt bosses. 

We are content this year to direct our chief 
effort to the re-election of District Attor- 
ney Jerome. We have long been committed 
to his renomination. His independent candi- 
dacy secures his place upon the official bal- 
lot uncomplicated by any other names. To 
aid in every way in our power in securing the 
re-election of this faithful official is the chief 
opportunity of public service presented to the 
; Citizens’ Union in this campaign, and devoting 
ourselves to this main purpose we may expect 
from our organization its cordial co-operation 
and from the electors of the county their warm 
support and approval. His manly attitude in 
presenting himself as the people’s candidate 
puts before this municipality a question of 
good government far reaching in its effects and 
National in importance. 


Discussion of the committee’s report 
lasted until nearly midnight. While there 
were some dissenters from the view that 
the Citizens’ Union’s best line of policy 
was to keep out of the city campaign, 
the report of the committee was finally 
adopted without change. 

Then a resolution was adopted providing 
for the appointment of a Committee of 
Five by Chairman Cutting to confer with 
the district Chairmen and Executive 
Committees with a view to finding As- 
semblymen and Aldermen who will prop- 
erly represent the principles of the Citi- 
zens’ Union. 

Mr. Cutting issued a statement In reply 
to that of Mr. William Halpin charging 
the Citizens’ Union with inconsistency in 
insisting upon the indorsement of Mr. 
Jerome by the Fusionists whether or not 
Mr, Jerome gave a pledge not to accept a 


Tammany indorsement. In it he says: 

“Tf Mr. Halpin was present at a con- 
ference which was held on the evening 
of May 28, 1901, he may remember some 
interesting incidents of that vote. When 
this resolution was presented the Citizens’ 
Union offered an amendment that judi- 
cial officers be excepted from the scope 
of the resolution. This amendment was 
voted down by the other bodies present, 
with the Citizens’ Union voting yea. 
When, however, the time came for nomi- 
nations and the Republican Party, in 
common with other members of the Fu- 
sion, placed the name of Morgan J. 
O’Brien on its ticket as its candidate for 
Justice of the Supreme Court, it was per- 
fectly well known to the Republican Par- 
ty and to every one that the Judge was 
to be tendered a renomination by Tam- 
many Hall and that he would accept such 
nomination. 

“This precedent pretty well disposes of 
the present plea that the Republican 
Party cannot nominate a man who would 
accept a nomination from Tammany 


Hall.”’ 
SLATE-MAKING AT A FAIR. 


Politicians’ Day at Trenton Brings Out 
60,000 Persons.

TRENTON, Sept. 28.—More than 60,000 
persons gathered here to-day on Poll- 
ticians’ Day at the Inter-State Fair. It 
was the record day for attendance. United 
States Senators John F. Dryden and 
John Kean, with Gov. Stokes, were the 
honored guests, and every big politician of 
New Jersey outside of Everett Colby and 
Major Carl Lentz of Essex were here. 

Slate making for the coming legislative 
officers showed that Senator William J. 
Bradley of Camden probably would suc- 
ceed himself as President of the Senate, 
but the Speakership is in doubt. For this 
office North Jersey is putting Mills of 
Morris County forward. Because Morris 
County has gone over to the people who 
want the Morris Canal abandoned it is 
likely that Mills -will be selected as 
Speaker. 

The Colby forces are out for abandoning 
this waterway so that the Public Serv- 
ice Corporation may get possessjon of it 
for a roadway, extending its line to North 
Jersey and using it for a subway in New- 
ark. The refusal of Colby to acoept Carl 
Lentz as manager of his Senatorial cam- 
paign brought forth the rumor that he 
would firslly be opposed to the re-election 
of John F. Dryden. The fight will be a 


bitter one, for Dryden has gained popu- 
larity, and wishes to return to the Senate.

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BANK THIEF OBTAIN 
$359,000 SECURITIES

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each stock certificate and bond, and un- 
less they had already been disposed of the 
securities would be without value to the 
man who had them. 

Whether they have been realized on or 
not will in all probability be known in a 
day or two, but it was pointed out yester- 
day by those familiar with Wall ‘Street 
methods that the thief may well have had 
time to dispose of the securities before the 
theft was discovered either by sale to 
some ignorant person or through some 
broker, who was either careless or un- 
scrupulous, 

The man had an hour or two on Wednes- 


day in which he might put such a deal 
through, and at least as much time yes- 
terday. If he was a bank employe or a 
confederate acting with such a man he 
knew just what margin of time he had 
at his disposal, and in all probability had 
made arrangements to dispose of the se- 
curities in the allotted time. 

That the officials of the bank concerned 
entertain fears that’ something of that 
kind has happened was clear from state- 
ments made at some of the transfer of- 
fices. Mr. Slayback, in his statement, also 
mentioned a circumstance which would 
seem to narrow down suspicion to some 
person familiar with the bank’s end of 
the. transaction. 


Broker’s Statement. 


“The amount of the check,” Mr. Slay- 
back said, ‘‘was $300,087.50. The bank 
on which it was drawn is one we never 
do business with. That $37.50 represent- 
ed interest on the principal of the loan 


for one day at the rate of 4% per cent. 

“That is the way the loan stood on the 
books of the bank, but on our books it 
stood at a rate of interest of 4% per cent. 
It is obvious that if somebody in our em- 
ploy had been concerned, he would have 
computed the interest at the rate at which 
it had been put on our books. The check 
as it appeared bore a very bungling 
torgery of our firm name, 

“Pearl & Co. cannot lose anything by 
this trouble. We have got nothing what- 
ever to do with the loss. The bank in- 
volved asked particularly that its name 
be not mentioned at the present time. It 
is a very prosperous institution, and will 
be amply able to bear any loss that might 
result out of its resources without im- 

airing its standing. Of course, the bank 
8S respnsible to Pearl & Co. for the full 
value of the collateral. I don't see how 
the bank very well can lose anything, for 
the simple reason that the securities are 
not now negotiable.”’ 

At the office of the Pinkerton Agency 
Supt. Thornhill of the New York branc 
met all requests for information as to 
details of the robbery or the progress 
of their work on the case with a flat 
refusal, 

‘IT can answer no question,’’ said Mr. 
Thornhill. ‘‘ We have been bound to the 
strictest secrecy by our client. All I will 
Say is that the announcement of the loss 
of these securities was sent out by us. 
We do not know the value of the se- 
curities, or whether they have been mis- 
laid or stolen.’’ 

It is said that the detectives on the case 
have a good description of the man. who 
presented the forged check and a clue to 

is identity.

Bruce and Loypis Stern were also much 
talked about for the nomination. 

Mr. Stern is in Europe. It was reported | 
that a cablegram was sent asking him if | 
he would accept the nomination. Ap- | 
proaches will also be made undoubtedly | 
to Messrs. Bruce, Elsberg, afd Mayer. 

There was very little talk among the! 
Republicans about ex-Senator Ford as 
an available candidate, and the fact 


that the Republican leaders were | 
showing a decided disposition to drop! 
Mr. Ford from their consideration after 
proposing his name to the Fusion Confer- 
ence as their first choice aroused the in- 
dignation of Mr. Ford’s friends. It is not 
unlikely that some of them may have 
something to say in the Republican Con- 
vention as to the alleged insincerity. 

The statement was made yesterday that 
if it became evident that Mr. Ford had 
been used by the Republicans in the 
Fusion conference as a mere cat's-paw, 
Mr. Ford’s friends would certainly make 
trouble in the campaign. 

There was much discussion in Repub- 
lican circles yesterday of the interview 
given by Senator Platt in Washington 
on the jJocal political situation. His 
praise of Mayor McClellan was generally 
regarded by organization Republicans as 
notice to his political friends that there 
would be no occasion for them to exert 
themselves unduly in the coming cam- 
pai n. State Chairman Odell, when asked 
f he indorsed what Senator Platt had 
said, replied with some show of dis- 
pleasure: 

‘“* No, I don’t indorse anything."”’ 

When reference was made to the state« 
ment of Senator Platt that it would be 
well worth living a year to see the next 
State campaign, Mr. Odell’s manner soft- 
ened, and he said: 

“‘T hope that Senator Platt will live not 
only a year but many years, And I hope 
that he will be happy. If there is any- 
thing that he desires that will contribute 
to his happiness, I hope he gets it.”’ 

Chairman Odell was asked if he thought 
a straight Republican ticket would be 
stronger than a Fusion ticket. 

“It is the opinion of the district lead- 
ers that it will be much stronger than a 
ne gg ticket would have been,’ he re- 

ed. 

“Ts that also your opinion?” was asked. 

“*T have no opinion in this matter. The 
district leaders have made the arrange- 
ment, and they will accept the respons!- 
jag © I suppose the leaders have done 
the best they could in the circumstances. 
They have done the only decent thing, it 
seems to me.”’ 

President Halpin said: ‘“‘ The Republican 
Couney and City Conventions will nomi- 
nate tickets, but I am not prepared to say 
at this time that all of the candidates will 
be straight Republicans. We expect to 
nominate tickets that will demand and de- 
serve the support of all good citizens who 
are opposed to Tammany. Our candidate 
for Mayor will be a Republican and a 
very able and prominent man. I shall not 
mention any names until I have a pgqsitive 
promise from the man that he will accept 
the nomination. 

The Municipal Ownership Leaguers were 
all at sea yesterday. Thomas Gilleran, 
one of the league’s conferrees, said the 
hopes of the league are now centred in 
William R. Hearst, who is returning on 
the Lucania. A delegation of the league 
will go down the bay to meet Mr. Hearst 
Saturday, Mr. Gilleran said, and make 
him a formal tender of a nomination for 
Mayor. Most of the leaguers insist that 
there is nothing left for the league to do 
but to put a full ticket in the field, pledged 
to carry out the municipal ownership 
principle, and they feel that Mr. Hearst 
ought to lead the movement. 

Max F. Ihmsen, Mr, Hearst's personal 
representative, issued this last night: 

“The statement that the League has 
decided on W. R. Hearst for Mayor is an 
error. The League's candidate for Mayor 
in the Fusion conference was Judge Sam- 
uel Seabury. and no action by the League 
changing that situation has been taken. 
Some months ago Mr. Hearst declared he 
was not a candidate for public office, and 
in my opinion he cannot be induced to 
change his mind.”’

remaining three years of the Mayoralty 
term. 

For several days Francis Burton Har- 
rison was under serious consideration be- 
cause of his record in being elected to 
Congress from a strong Republican dis- 
trict, and later because of his excellent 
run Jast year for Lieutenant Governor. 
Harrison now is said to be off the slate; 
so also, it is said, is ex-Senator Thomas 
F. Donnelly, who was boomed energeti- 
cally for a couple of days.

Weeck Containing 90 Tons of Dyna. 
gmite Blown Up Near Port Said:

Experts employed by the Suez 
Canal authorities to blow up the wreck 
of the Chatham proved righ® in their as- 
sertion that no great harm would be done, 
but.their attempts to reassure the Euro- 
peats and natives were unavailing, and 
previous to the explosion there was an 
exodus even from Port Said. 

The Chatham was sunk in the canal on 
Sept. 6. The vessel was on fire and the 
conflagration threatened to reach the dyn- 
amite and other explosives on board. 

A military cordon three miles from the 
wreck was drawn around the Chatham, 
and this zone was increased to five miles 
on Wednesday. 


GERMAN-FRENCH COMPROMISE 


Each Side Secures Advantages in the 
Moroccan Agreement. 


PARIS, Sept: 28.—Premier Rouvier and 
Prince von Radolin, the German Ambas- 
sador, to-day signed the Franco-German 
accord concerning the Moroccan confer- 
. ence, thus definitely terminating the dif- 
ficult negotiations. Later an _ official 
statement was given out, as follows: 

“The negotiations between France and 
Germany concerning the programme for 
the conference on Moroccan affairs have 
been successfully terminated. Accord is 
reached upon a programme comprising 
the organization of the police, the regula- 
tion of the repression of contraband arms, 
financial reforms, consisting. principally 
of the organization of a State bank, and 
also the best means of collecting duties 
and the creation of new means of revenue, 
and also the determination of principles 
destined to safeguard the economic liberty 
of Morocco.” 

The agreement makes a special reser- 
vation regarding the frontier region be- 
tween Algiers and Morocco, where the 
maintenance of police will be regulated 
directly between France and the Sultan 
without submission to the conference. 
The contraband regulations in the same 
region also remain for France to deter- 
mine with the Sultan. 

The two Governments unite in asking 
that Spain accept Algeciras as the place 
for the conference. 

Upon the question of the recent German 
loan to Morocco it is agreed that French 
bankers shall participate with the Ger- 
mans, and there is to be a similar parti- 
cipation of French firms in building the 
harbor works at Tangier if a French com- 
pany offers terms equal to those of the 

1 German contractors. 

Finally, the accord provides for the sub- 
mission of the programme without delay 
to the Sultan and the a of the 
convention of Madrid. Upon its submis- 
sion to the Sultan both the French and 
1 German missions now at Fez will return 

Tangier.

**Government ownership of all railroads 
is obviously the goal toward -which some 
of the Government rate makers are striv- 


ing, while others, if not welcoming it and 
not working for it, profess not to fear it 
and claim that it ‘would at all events be 
an improvement upon the present status. 
Both point to existing instances of Gov- 
ernment Ownership of railroads—the one 
yy mew, that the results to the public are 
distinctly favorable, the other that they 
are at least not as detrimental as is some- 
times declared. But when’ Government 
ownership of the railroads of the country 
is seriously considered our dual political 
system is at once seen to present prob- 
lems of the gravest character. 

“The few and comparatively unimpor- 
tant railroads that are wholly intra-State 
may be properly ignored. Bvery railroad 
of consequence is engaged in both kinds 
transportation that 
begins and ends in a single State, and in 
transportation that passes beyond State 
lines. Hence, if Government ownership 
of railroads be regarded as the inevitable 
sequence of Government rate making, the 
first question is, which Government {fs it 
that is to own the railroads, the State or 
the United States? 

“The significance and importance of the 
inquiry,’’ continues Mr. Olney, “are ap- 
parent if we remember that the railroad 
is only one species of highway, and that 
what is true of railroads must ‘be true of 
ordinary highways. ‘The jurisdiction of 
the National Government must be the 
same in both cases. If it is competent for 
the National Government under the com- 
merce clause to own and operate all the 
great railroads of the country, it must be 

also competent for it to own or control 
and operate all the great highways of the 
country. 

“Ts it by any possibility true that the 
National Government has been granted 
any such powers—that as respects every 
road or street in the country, which is a 
iink in inter-State communication, the 
National Government: may at its option 
take complete possession and control, may 
direct the mode of its construction, its 
grades, the sort of vehicles by which it 
may be used—may, in short, assume: its 
entire manage ment and operation in all 
the most minute details? Nothing could 
be more revolutionary in practice—noth- 
ing more contradictory of the views cus- 
tomarily held. It is necessary to consider 
most carefully, therefore, whether’ the 
powers in question are actually conferred 
on the National Government—it being con- 
ceded, as it must be, that the power can 
be deduced, if at all, only from the com- 
clause of the Constitution.”’ 

In summing up the opposition to the 
rroposed legislation, Mr. Olney reaches 
the following conclusions: 

‘Ours is a Government In both State 
and Nation by political parties, and to 
political rate making for railroads—rate 
making by politicians animated by parti- 
san motives and working for partisan ends 
the objections of an economic and busi-

KIPLING ON WORLD POLITICs. 


|Growth of the Anglo-French Friend- 
| ship—A Crack at German Egotism. 


Le Figaro of Sept. 20 prints an account | 
of an interview which M. Jules Huret | 
cently had with Rudyard Kipling at the 
latter's Sussex home. The conversation 
opened with a reference to the Anglo- 
French entente cordiale and is as follows: 

“That entente,’’ said Mr. Kipling, 
with a smile, ‘‘ we initiated at the Cape, 

|a year ago. The Dupleix was there at the | 
time, and the French officers were re-| 
ceived with a cordiality which extended | 
to dry champagne—but did not stop there. | 
Tired of the ‘extra dry,’ the officers 
called, with heart and voice, for sweet 
champagne, but in vain. The entente cor-' 
diale was then born in the empire, and I 
myself drank to its health with the offi- 
cers of your navy eighteen months before 
| the official entente began.’’ 

The interviewer asked had not the Brit- 
ish Empire reached the limit of its nor- 
mal and possible extension. 

‘“‘Imperialism,’’ said Mr. Kipling, “is 
nothing else than a realization of the fact 
that, owing to railways, swift steamers, 
and the telegraph, the distance from the 
metropolis to the colonies and between 
the colonies themselves has become far 
less considerable than it used to be. From 
the discovery of this simple fact the idea 
has sprung that it would be possible for 
all parts of the empire to communicate, 
to exchange products to sustain them- 
selves, and to defend themselves with 
greater facility and efficiency than here- 
tofore. That is all. What danger is there 
in that?” 

“Imperialism,”” he added, 
gospel of conquest.” 

M. Huret suggested that perhaps the 
reason was that there was nothing more 
for England to conquer on this planet. 

“Save ourselves,” said Mr. Kipling, 
smiling. ‘‘ Imperialism is in reality the 
administrative organization of colonies. 
The new idea is to replace the pre-his- 
toric methods of the Colonial Office by 
a system which would keep the colonies 
in constant and, so to speak, daily touch 
with the Central Government. That has 
nothing in common with the Caesarian 
centralization from which Central Eu- 
rope suffers. Cnglish colonies are, to a

}communities of citizens who are equal 
with one another—and, I might almost 
say, more than equal.”’ 

The interviewer asked if this sentiment 
of independence would not be injured by 
the direct intervention of the central 
| powers. 
jo No,”’ said the author, “ because their 
union has been a matter of free consent 
and formal acceptance in the common 
interests. It is exactly what happens in 
a business syndicate or in a football team. 
Imperialism—since we must use a word 
that is unfit and lacking in humor—is a 
doctrine of conservation.

Mr. Kipling said: “For a long time 
there existed among us a vague senti- 
ment of fear on the subject of possible 
contingencies in a certain part of Eu- 
rope.

He continued: ‘Listen. ..1 through 
my childhood I lived in the colonies, and 
every year I am going to spend some time} 
at the Cape. I am going there because T| 
can see there the first chapter of Gene- 
sis alive, the world in creation, a civili- 
zation which is being made out of frag- 
ments. I think then that I am entitled 
to speak as an old colonial, Well!

Good Judges Should Be Retained. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Referring to the threatened ‘‘ turn-down”’ of 
Justices Gildersleeve and Ingraham, permit me 
to point out that it takes a long experience on 
the bench for a good lawyer to make a good 
Judge. Both Justices Gildersleeve and Ingra- 
ham have had that experience, and certainly ‘ 
in the interests of litigants and the public 
should be continued on the bench. 

So far as the objection that they cannot serve 
out their full terms of fourteen years is con- 
cerned, it will be remembered that not so 
many years ago the entire term of a Supreme 
Court Judge was only eight years, while the 
Surrogate and the City Court Justices had 
only a six years’ term. This was too short a 
term to make a good Judge, but Justices Gilder- 
sleeve and Ingraham have already had a much 
longer experience and training, and the public 
should be allowed to benefit by that training 
during the remaining for which they 
can serve before reaching the age limit of 
seventy years. 

The Bar Association should get together, 
and press upon Mr. Murphy and Mayor Me- 
Clellan the advisability of renominating those 
two excellent Judges.

And that is what the 
Christian Church is here for: That is 
the work she must try to do. Not by 
usurping the place of the schools, but by 
an active and earnest and vigorous co- 
operation with them along her own legiti- 
mate and proper lines of work. 

“The schools are doing their legitimate 
share. Is the Church doing her share, 
and doing all she can do? It seems 
me she is not. It seems to me that with 
no other machinery than she now posses- 
she might be doing very much more 
than she is now doing. This country, with 
its polyglot population, has a few great 
end hard racial problems to solve. The 
schools are solving them in part by bring- 
ing the children of all the races together, 
And yet in order that the problems may 
adequately and wholly solved, the 
Church must be helping the_ schools.

THOUSANDS IN LOOT 
IN RAG-PICKER’S HOME 


The De Sisto Couple Also Had 
Nearly $6,000 in Bank. 





[HUSBAND AND WIFE IN JAIL) Princeton University 


Detectives Say That for Fifteen Years 


the Two Have Been Stealing 
Below the Dead Line. 


In the arrest of Antonio de Sisto and 
his wife of 15 Roosevelt Street last night 
the police believe they have caught the 
persons who by petty thieving have been 
annoying merchants in Maiden Lane and 
its vicinity for a long time. The detect- 
ives also got a wagonload of goods, in 
varied assortment, ranging from an 
American flag to an eyeglass chain and 
worth $2,000 or $3,000. 

It is estimated that the thieving has cov- 
ered a period of nearly fifteen years. It 
is believed that thousands of dollars’ 
worth of goods have been taken from 
various firms in such small quantities that 
they have rarely been missed. 

About Sept. 20 Detective Petrosini, who

the robberies. The couple have worked 
in the Maiden Lane district as rag- 
pickers “or many years. Petrosini and 
Detective Bunoil went to the address in 
Roosevelt Street, and under pretext of 
being Inspectors from the Board of 
Health, made a complete search of the 
house. T'bey found enough loot to stock 
a fair-sized store. 

A partial inventory includes a diamond 
ring, a diamond horseshoe pin, 47 pairs of 
spectacles, 3 gold watches, 26 tablespoons, 
28 teaspoons, 21 silver forks, card trays, 
jewel boxes, 50 shirts, 500 yards of shirt- 
ing, a quantity of dress goods, 17 bolts of 
muslin, pairs eye glasses, and silver 
toilet articles of nearly every description.

MISS GOULD GIVES $150,000 


For R. R. Y. M. ©. A. Building in St. 
Louis as Memorial to Father. 


DETROIT, Sept. 28.—Miss Helen Miller 
Gould has agreed to give $150,000 for a 
railroad Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion building in St, Louis, Mo. This an- 
nouncement was the feature of the open- 
ing day of the twelfth international con- 
ference of the railroad department of 
the Young Men's Christiance Association.

NEW DEMAND FOR SCHOOLS. 


The Committee on Buildings Asks the 
City for $3,289,000. 


The Committee on Buildings of the 
Board of Education is asking the Board 
of Estimate to authorize the immediate 
issue of $4,237,751 bonds for the erection, 
equipment, and improvement of school 
buildings and the acquisition of sites. 
The committee says that the balance now

of $2,000,000 should be turned over to the 
Committee on Sites. 

It is doubtful if the Board of Estimate 
will accede to the request, as it has al- 
ready issued $8,500,000 of corporate stock 
this year for new schools.

The events of most importance to 
the financial markets yesterday were 
the advance to 4 per cent. in the Bank 
of England's official discount rate and 
the rise in call money here to 5 per 
cent. The higher rate established by 
the English bank was not unexpected, 
although it had been believed that it 
might be postponed. The new rate is 
the highest fixed by the Bank in two 
years, and, in fact, only five times in 
over two decades has it gone higher 
than this figure. The explanations of 
this radical increase of 1% per cent. 
since the first week of the present 
month include the heavy demands 
made on the London market for gold, 
these demands coming from France, 
Egypt, Argentima, and this city; the 
persistent reports on the Continent 
that the new Russian loan is on the 
eve of issue, and the condition of the 
Bank itself, which lost some $5,000,000 
in reserve during the week, bringing 
this item downto the 40 per cent. 
limit which has been fixed by tradi- 
tion. A year ago the proportion of re- 
serve to liabilities was 57% per cent. 
The effect of this advance on the gold 
import movement which has been un- 
der way intermittently for a fortnight 
is yet to be definitely disclosed. De-

MAYOR ROSE SPEAKS OUT. 


What He Told Milwaukee Grand Jury 
—Threatened to Kill Pfister. 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. 28.—Mayor 
to-day made public what he told the 
Grand Jury Wednesday afternoon. He 
gaid he discussed the street railway fran- 
chise of 1900 and the contracts of the 
asphalt pavements. He made sharp com- 
ments against District Attorney McGov- 
ern and Assistant Attorney Henry F. 
Cochems. No mention was made of gam- 
bling. 

“I told them,” said the Mayor, “ that 
I was sick and tired of having imputations 
made against my character and honesty. 
It has been frequently said around town 
that I received all the way from $30,000 
to $75,000 in North American stock for my 
part in the passage of the street railway 
franchise. 

“I told the jurymen that if they could 
find one scintilla of evidence to that effect, 
or any similar effect, to indict me and 
end all this indiscriminate talk, and that 
I would like the opportunity to tell them 
all about my connection with the case. 
Several of the jury expressed the desire 
to hear my story, and I told it at length. 

**On the day Alderman George Hill com- 
mitted suicide on account of the abuse 
he.had been subjected to because he fa- 
vored the street railway ordinance, 
Charles Pfister, who was interested in 
the passage of the ordinance was ready 
to quit. I sent word to him that day that 
if, he quit I would kill him. I think I 
would have done so in the state of mind 
I was then in.”’

the company, at 111 Fifth Avenue. Two}

by Karl Jungbluth, President of the firm.

Hale and Smock are personal 
friends, and have been occupying adjoin- 
ing bachelor apartments in the Hotel 
Earlington, at 49 West Twenty-seventh 
Street. Each is about 30 years old. They 
have been implicitly trusted by their su- 
periors—to such an extent, indeed, that 
they have had complete and almost un- 
checked control of the funds of the firm. 
They had the right to sign checks jointly 
jand to use these for meeting the obliga- 
| tlons of the company. They had also free 
access to the contingent fund, 
!seems to have been of a size capable of 
meeting unusual exigencies. 

The MacAndrews & Forbes Company is 
National in its scope. Incorporated in 
New Jersey, it has its headquarters in 
this city, but keeps its main accounts with 
the Fourth Street National Bank of Phil- 
adelphia. Its offices here are on the fifth 
floor of the Constable Building, at 111 
Fifth Avenue, where the firm occupies a 
fine suite of rooms. According to the busi- 
ness cards, the firm engages in the man- 
ufacture of licorice and pastes. The Di- 
rectors and officers are Karl Jungbluth, 
Edward F. Hale. and Alfred Mellor, 

One of the indictments charges the de- 
fendants with larceny of a check of $8UU, 
which was drawn by both to the order ot 
the firm, and then indorsed by Hale, 
who afterward deposited the amvuunt 
his own name wita the Second National 
Bank of this city. The other indictment 
was for a similar transaction by which 
$350 is alleged to have passed from the 
tunds of the company into the private 
account of Smock. 

Mr. Jungbluth told Assistant District 
Attorney Vandiver, who is. in charge of 
the prosecution, that this was not the 
only method employed by the defendants 
to get money. It was perfectly safe 
under the authority granted to them by 
the firm. But wanting more, they had, 
to Mr. Jungbluth, repeatedly 
drawn freely on the contingent fund, and 
it was the appearance on the accounts 
of that fund of an unexplained item of 
$1,100 that first led the firm to begin 
an investigation. When asked about Ahat 
item, Mr. Jungbluth said, the two defend- 
ants replied unhesitatingly that they had 
drawn the money and used it ‘ for the 
good of the firm.’’ But when asked to 

xplain the nature of the advantage thus 
gained for the firm, they got tangled up.
